WasarncTon, January 9.--The attention of | 
the department of justice has been turned to 
the cflice of the marshal of the northern dis 
trict of Georgia. General Longstreet has 
never bad smooth sailing there. A year &gZo 
igst summer he requested the department to 
gendan agent to give information concern 
ing certa'n work in his office. The request 
‘wascomplied w.th, and then irregularities 
were discovered. The office was found loosely 
managed, and without any business system. 
Affairs were never gotten straight before the 
present complications, which forebode serious 
trouble. Recently a judgment was obtained 
azainst Longstreet in New York for forty 
thousand doliars due onan old debt. Soon 
afterwards Mr. Lillgp of Gainesville, Georgia, 
pis chief bondsman, failed. Then some of 
his other bondsmen hearing the office was not 
well managed, jooked into his affairs and 
found that his large property in and near 


Gainesville was in his’ wife’s name. 
Dr. Bailey and Sam Dunlap, of 
Gainesville, wrote to the department 


asking relief from Longstreet’s bond, The at- 
torney general replied that he could not re- 
lieve them, but would require a new bond. 

Yesterday he wrote to Longstreet, saying he 
must make a new bond atonce. More than 
one examiner has reported that the office was 
not conducted on business. principals, and 
reform should by all means be-had, The de- 
partment is det roined to e!ear up all irregu- 
iarities at once, and will expectanew aad 
stronger bond irom Longstreet very soon. 
Matters are supposed to have gotten in the 
present shape because of the incapacity of 
the assistants and the marshal’s lack of ac- 
quaintance with business methods,

FOUR WIVES FOR HARLEY. 


Nos. Sand 4 Selling His Property for Cash While the 
Others are Away. 

Bautimore, January 9.~Samuel L. Harley, 
‘the bigamist, has at length been run to earth 
by the grand jury of Nottaway coanty, Vir- 
ginia, indicting him yesterday for bigamy. 
His trial will be first on the list of the Tan... 
. 1. He wis atrested” the day 

after New Year’s on a warrant obtained by 
Miss Lydia Everett, of this city, his 
fourth wife, aud was about to be brought here 
for trial, the governor having made a reguisi- 
tion, when it was discovered that there was 
no law extantin ,Virginia providing for the 
conviction of a bigamist who, ali:heugh mar- 
ried in another state should bring his victim 
into Virginia, the same as bringing stolen 
goods in the state. This gives much pleasure 
to the authorities here as it saves all the trou- 
ble of bringing the care here,and a jury in 
that portion of ‘Virginia are, it is 
said, morally bound to convict 
a bigamist. As svon as he was arrested Miss 
Everett, his fourth wife, who only left him 
last November on account of his cruel treat- 
ment, posted direct to Nottaway county, 
where Harley kept a flourishing country store 
and seized upon the property, and was about

Austin, Tex, January 9—The legislature 
convened in extra session. The governor's 
message was principally devoted to the fence 
war, asremedies tor which he recommends 
lecgislation to prevent the use of public 
lands unless by contract with the state: 
a liberal system of highways; a penalty 
against surrounding the premises of another; 
the creation of courts in unorganized coun- 
ties; fence cutting to be made a penitentiary 
offense; prosecution against a fence cutter 
to be removed to any locality the state 
chooses; repeal of the limitation laws so far 
as fence cutting or illegal use of public lands 
is concerned. The governor complains of 
hisentire lack of power under the constitu. 
tion to cause the laws to be executed. 
Among other subjects considered be- 
sides the fence war, are the raising of a reve- 


nue to support free schools and a reduction 
of general taxation, The governor recom- 
mends that provision be made to represent 
fexas at the world’s fair at New Orleans. 
The most notable fence bill is one introduced 
by Senator Terrell, proposing in effect to 
make stock ownerslrip inseparable from the 
possession of land, either by purchase or lease. 
nthe house a resolution providing fur the 
appointment of a committee of five trom dif- 
ferent sections of the state to act with a 


delegation from the senate to  con- 
sider the cause of the _ existing 
troubles; and after consultation with the 


governor, recommend measures for their cor- 
rection, was made a special order for Wednes- 
day. The minority report of the land frand 
board calls a:tention to the provision in the 
constitution prohibiting the sale of public 
land except to actual settlers and in lots not 
to exceed 160 acres, The report recommends 
that where the law has been violated the leg- 
islature directs the officers to proceed fur the 
recovery of the property and the return of the 
money to the purchasers. Immense tracts 
are involved. Thereport says: ‘‘We want 
ho principalities eating out the heart of our 
state.’’ 

MARYLAND 8 NEW GOVERNOR 

Annapouis, Md., January 9.—Hon. Robert 
M. McLane was inaugurated governor of 
Maryland to-day, Governor Wm. T. Hamil- 
ton retiring. The ceremonies, whict were of 
the simplest character, took place in the sen- 
ate chamber in the presence of both houses of 
the general assembly, the judges of the court 
of appeals, the state officials and others. The 
oath of office was administered by Chief 
Judge Alvey, and subscribed in presence of 
the assembly. The inaugural address is con- 
spicuous for its brevity. 

THURMAN ON RING RULE. 
WasHINGTON, January 9.—The result of the 
caucus in Ohio is looked upon as being a 
triumph of machine politics, and ring states- 
men of both parties are elated at what they 
call the defeat of “Sham civil service.” Itis 
considered as settled that the wave is now re- 
ceding and that once again the cry of ‘to the 
victor belongs the spoils’ will become the 
popular slogan of democratic and republican 
tineevident thar Pantieton could “not be 
elected, Mr. Thurman vainly  be-soughe 
him to retire in favor of Durbin Ward, and 
thus have the satisfaction of naming his suc- 
cessor. This Mr. Pendleton would not do. 
Later Mr. Thurman appealed to McLean to 
turn to Ward, but flushed with certain vic- 
tory, the inquirer chief refused. Just be-j 
fore the caucus met, |Mr. Thurman gave the 
following statement of his position in the 
matter. 
Ex-Senator Thurman, before the caucus, 
wro’e out for publication his views upon the 
senatorial question, as follows: ‘‘I have noth- 
ing to say against either of the candidates, 
They are ail men of ability. My personal re- 
lations with each of them have always been 
friendly and pleasant. But there is some- 
thing that shocks me in the idee of 
crushing men like Pendleton and Ward, 
who have devoted the best portions of their 
lives to the maintenance of democracy, by a 
combination against them of personal hatred 
and overgrown wealth. I hear Payne men 
say, ‘‘Wecan’t support Pendleton, because 
we disapprove of his civil service reform bill,” 
forgetting that convention after convention 
of the democratic party, both state and 
national, had resolved in fayor of civil ser- 


vice reform, and also forgetting 
that the republicans now ia. of- 
fice are just as lable to be turned out 


as if the Pendleton bill had tiever been pass 
ed. I do not advocate that bill. I think that 
it ought to be amended or repealed; but I 
would not slaughter a life-long democrat be- 
cause, in along public service, he happened 
to make one mistake. But if these genttemen 
cannot support Pendleton, why cannot they 
support Ward? He is not responsible for the 
civil service reform bill. Indeed, 
I have always understood that he disap- 
proves of it. That he is a man of ability 
everybody must admit; that he has perform- 
ed immense labor for our party no one will 
deny. Why, then, prefer> Payne to him? 
The answer I fear, is perfectly plain. There 
has never been any machine politics in the 
democratic party of Ohio. We bave, as a 
party, been freer from bossism than any party 
that ever existed, but some men seem to think 
that we ought to havea machine, amply sup- 
plied with money to work it, and under the 
absolute control of a boss or bosses, to dictate 
who shall and who shall not receive the hon- 
ors and rewards within the gift of the party. 
To set up such a machine it 1s necessary in 
the first place to kill offthe men who.have 
heretofore enjoyed the confidence of the par- 
ty, the men whose ability, hard labor, and 
principles did so much to keep the party 
together in the terrible ordeal through which 
it has passed. Iam unwilling to see this 
done. Itdoes not concern me personally, 
forlam¢ mere private citizen, having no 
expectation or wish even to hold office again. 
But. although I have never sought for revenge 
upon my enemies in the party —if I have had 
any—on the other hand, I have never 
deserted my friends, and don’t want 
to be called on to be a pallbearer at their po- 
litical funerals. I want to see our officers 
elected in the good old fashioned democratic 
mode, and not by some new-fangled mode, 
that, to say the least of it, wears an eyil- 
omened and inauspicious aspect. I want to 
see all true democrats have a fair chance, ac- 
cording to their merits, and do not want to see 
a political cutthroat bossism inaugurated for 
the benefit of a close party corporation or 
syndicate.”’

THE ARREST OF O'NEAL IN GEORGIA. 
From the Birmingham, Ala., Age. 

*"Jap”’ O'Neal, the slayer of old man Plosser in 
this city about two years ago, was arrested in Cedar- 
town, Ga.,a few days since,and brought to Bir 
mingham and lodged in jail. 

U' Neal sayshe bas been in many cities since the 
deed was committed , and has visited Birmingham 
several times, In 
Hawkins, he said: ‘I have often stoppeé over in 
this city,avud many times have seen you, whiie 
Standing not more than halfa block away. I wore 
no disguise, and could have been easily recog ized 
ae you seen me,’’ This story, however, is doubt- 
ed 

O’ Neal seems to have taken little pains to conceal 
his identity, calling himseif O'Neal, only usixg his 


second name instead of his first. He was arrested 
ard broughtto this city by two.men from Cedar- 
tow Dn. 


The histery of the crime, with which O'Neal is 
charged, is es follows: 

Plosser, WRo Was an old man some sixty years of 
age entered a saloon on Nineteenth street, between 
First and Second avenues, about 8 o'clock at night, 
and called for a glass of beer. O’Neai was in the 
Saloon at the time, and having at old grudge 
against Piosser made some remark that caused 
the latter to reply in an -angry tone. A 
querrel ensued, when O’Neal drew ¢ 
large kuife, or dirk. and. grasping his victim by the 
shouldeis, plupgedthe weapon three times into 
Plosser’s left breast. One of tbe s:abs touched the 
heart, causing death in ten or fifteen miuutes, 
Immediately after committing the deed, O'Neal 
fled through the front door of the saloon, and the 
spectators were so dumbfounded and shocked by 
what had occurred that they made no attempt to 
follow the assassin. 

Piosser was employed as yard clerk on the South 

and Noith road at ihe time, and was on his way to 
work when he stepped into the saloon. 
_ The day after the killing the country was scoured 
in every direction by a sheriff's posse, but no trace 
of O'Neal could befound. He either made a most 
rapid escape or was securely. hidden by friends in 
ibe city. 

lhe grudge that O'Neal was said to have had 
Against Plosser was that when the latter was city 
Marshal of Birmingham he arrested O'Neal and 
piaced him in prisou for being drunk and disor- 
deriy on the street. It was curreutly reported at 
the time of the killing that O’Neal was partially 
under the influence of liquor.

OUR INSULTED PORK. 


Resolutions Lecking Toward K-etallatery Legta!atien 
Agataoct OTvuding Countries. 

WASHINGTON, January 9 --A series of bills 
and resulutions, bearing on the ques.ion of 
the adoption of some measures oc retaliation 
against foreign goveruments which have dis- 
criminated against American pork, has been 
introduced in the house, and threeof the 
most important committees of that body have 
been called upon to consider the question. 
Several bills proposing the imposition of re- 
tailatury duties on articles imported 
from the countries whose governments 
have prohibited the importation of American 
pork, have been referred to the ways and 
means committee. One resolution introduced 
to-day cailing attention to the fact that cer- 
tain governments which, intheirtreaties with 
the Uuited States declares that this couutry 
shall be,entitied to the commercial privileges 


of the most favored nations, have 
discriminated against American pro- 
ducts, was referred to the committee 


on foreiga affairs and another resolution re- 
citing the same facts with the additional one 
ibat the discrimination was alleged to be fur 
sanitary reasons, was referred to the commit- 
tee on commerce. The last mentioned reso- 
lution was introduced by Representative Deu- 


ster, of Wisconsin, who also 
secured its reference to the commerce 
committee. His reason for this is that 


be Wishes th&it committee to investigate the 
allegation of the unwholesomeness of lard 
against American pork, and by a report dis- 
proving such allegations, and establish the 
foundation for such measures retaliatory or 
otherwise, as will put ae stop. toe 
unjust discrimination against American 
products. Deuster said to-day that the fact 
thatso many bills bearing onthe question 
had been introduced by representatives from 
the several states, evidenced a remarkable 
unanimity of sentiment over a wide section 
of country in favor of taking immediate 
steps to deal with the subject in a statesman- 
like and business-like mauner.

THE IRISH CONSTABLES ACCUSED 
OF DISLOYALTY. 


French Bitterness Toward England on Account of 
Her Action in Egypt-The Deserts to be Sur- 
rendered to El. Mahdi—The Pope and 
the Prince-SOther Foreign Newa, 


Paris, January 9—The French press bit- 
terly attack England for abandoning the 
Soudan to El Madhi. Nuber Pasha assumed 
office to-day as prime minister of the new 
Egyptian cabinet. The recruiting of black 
troops under Zebeher Pasha has been aban- 
doned. The government is undecided as to 
whether it will recall Baker Pasha from 
Suakim, whither he has gone to arrange for 
a campaign against El! Mahdi. The military 
commission, under Sir Evelyn Wood, is to 
be appointed, which will be charged with the 
necessary arrangement for the evacuation of 
Soudan by the Egyptian troops, to accom- 
plish which, will, it is thought, require fully 
one year 

SYMPATHIZING WITH THE NATIONALISTS. 

Lonpon, January 9.—The Dublin correspon- 
dent of the Times sta'es that the action of the 
police at the meetings of the nationalists and 
Orengemen at Dromore, on the Ist instant, 
have shaken public confidence in their neu- 
trality, coolness and discipline, they having 
treated the Orengemen with marked brutali- 
ty while ciearing the streets. Itis generally 
believed the police sympathize with the 
nationalists. 

POPE AND PRINCE, 

Lonpon, January 9.—A Rome correspon 
dent says the conversation between the pope 
and the crown prince ot Germany consisted 
of two parts: one to remain absolutely se- 
cret and the other to be published at the 
proper time. The pope informed the cardl- 
nals that he consigned to the secret archives 
a detailed account of the conversation, that 
posterity may have a statement of much im- 
portance. 

WILLIAM BLACK ILL. 

January 9 —William Black, the 
novelist, is dangerously iil.

PROGRESS AND POVERTY. 

Lonpon, January 9.—Henry George lectured 
at St. James’ Hall last night, on progress and 
poverty. Henry Labouchere, M. FP. pre- 
sided. Michael Davitt, Henry Broadhurst, 
M. P., and Rev. Stewart Headlam, were also 
on the platform. A large audience was pres 
ent, and George was loudly cheered. In the 
course of bis lecture he said that the struggle 
for equal rights in land must come in England 
as it wassure to come in America. 

TURKEY AT THE UNITED STATES. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, January 9.—The porte has 
been informed by the United States govern- 
ment that the latter maintains that ibe exist- 
ing treaty of commerce between the two 
countries must for the present remain in force, 
because notice of its termination by the gov- 
ernment of Turkey was not given at the 
proper time. 

RELATIONS WITH ENGLAND INEXPEDIENT. 

Mapegip, January 9.—Ibe cquncii of state 
has decided by a vote of fourteen against 
thirteen, thatan Anglo-Spanish treaty of 
commerce isinexpedient. The council of 
state is merely a consultative body.

Sr, PergrsperG, January’ 9.—Itis reported 
that five nihilist assassins of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Sudekin have been arrested. 
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AN EXPLOSION AT HANOI, 

Hon Kons, January 9.—An_ explosion 
which occured at Hanoi, on the 28th ult., 
destroyed two batteries of French artillery. 
One man was killed and three uthers injured. 
Several houses and barracks of the battery 
were badly damaged. Two thousand Anam 
ites attacked the French port, which was 
held by fifty marines. After several hours 
of hard fighting, the enemy retired with a 
‘loss of a hundred in killed and wounded. A 
column of French troops, under command of 
Colonel Masseau, has left Hanoi to hunt the 
pirates on Red river, and it may possibly ad- 
vance to Hong Poa, above Sontay. Colonel 
Brionval recently overtook some bands of 
piratesin the province of Namin Denh,which 
retired before the French troop to a strong 
position wherethey were attacked and after 
severe fighting forseveral hours, the KFrench 
were successful in routing them, The 
French cruiser Mytho has arrived at Hai 
Phong. 

Lonpox, January 9 —The Times dispatch 
from Hai Phong, Tonguin, dated the fifth 
instant, says that Genera Bichat holds Son- 
tay with one thousand French troops, and the 
country for ten miles around Sontay is clear 
of theenemy. The city of Hung Hoa, above 
Sontay, on the Red river to which it was 
believed the Black Fiags retreated after being 
driven from Sontay by Admiral Courbet, 
bas been abandoned. Largenumbers of An- 


amites are flocking to the French head- 
quarters at Hai Nai, bringing with them 
Chinese stragglers. It is stated that 
dissensions between the Anamites and 
Black Flags caused the loss of Sontay. Arms 
were found at Sontay with the mark of the 
Foo Chow (China) arsenal upontbem. Some 


correspondence was also foun! compromising 
the Anamite Officials at Tnue and the Chi- 
nese oflicials. 

Lonvon, January 9.—The press association 
reports that an officer of the American navy 
has arrived at Dundee, Scotland, for the pur- 
pose of chartering a whaling steamer, to search 
forthe Greely Arctic explorers. It is ex- 
pected that Captain Adams. Scotch Arctic 
explorer, will be appointed to the command 
of the expedition, as he hasexpressed a belief 
that the Greely party are still alive and 
desires to lead the searching party. 

DUEL WITH SWORDS. 

Paris, January 9.—A duel with swords be- 
tween M. Aurrel Schall, and a journalist 
named Dion, was fought to-day, in conse- 
quence of an article published in the Even- 
ement newspaper. Schall was wounded in 
the side, Dion’ssword breaking in the thrust 
and leaving a fragment in the person of the 
former. 
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A BUSINESS MAN’S LIFE. 


——_— 


Establishing a Trade Ketweeu England and America 
and Making a Kig Fertune. 

James McHenry, the English railway mag- 
nate, is weil known to the reading public 
through his numereus lawmits with the 
voting trustees of the New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Obio railroad. His life bistory has 
never been given to the public. and the story 
of how he accumulated bis immense foriune 
is full of interest. He isa pleasant gentle- 
man, with a spare form, somewhat bent with 
age. His hair issnow white He was born 
in England in 1818, and waen his parents 
landed in Baltimore be wasbuit six weeks of 
age. After living for five yemrs in Pittsburg 
they removed to Philadelphia, where young 
James received his educatim. The journey 
from Pittsburg to Philadelphia was made by 
wagon and occupied nearlythree weeks. In 
the vear 1839, when he had become of age, 
young McHenry went to England and became 
engaged in commercial pursuits, laying the 
foundation foranimmensefortune. In 1842, 
happening one day in Livepool, he looked 
over a price-currentand feund that butter 
was seiling at twenty-five cents 2 pound. 
Remembering that atthat time butter was 
worth but six cents a pourd in Philadelphia, 
he called the attention of his business friends 
to the vast difference in pice and was com- 
missioned to go to Ameria to buy butter for 
speculation. Oneday bdore Christmas in 
that year he bought up si! cargoes of butter 
and shipped them to Liv:rpool. To his sur- 


a aoe 


probably the beginning of the American 
provision trade with England. 

The importation of butter was followed by 
large consignments of cheese. American bacon 
was at that time packed very ronghly, simply 
shipped in brine. Mr. McHenry, in company 
with large capitalist, again visited this coun- 
try, established immense packing houses in 
Chicago, 8t. Loufs aud Circinnati and 
brought over experienced packers from Eng: 
land. Ina very few years he had developed 
anenormous trade in provisions and after 
several conferences with Sir Robert. Peel, pre- 
vailed upon the premier to first reduce and 
finally take off altogether the  tarift on 
American provisions. Inthe year 1850 the 
firm of James McHenry, of Liverpool. had a 
fleet of three hundred vessels in service and 
on one dav fifty-six ships were discharging 
their cargoes at his docks. During that year 
his importations amounted to 106.000 bales of 
cotton, 200.000 barrels of flour and other 
provisions in proportion. He retired from 
active business in 1856, 

On the fourth of July, 1858, while at dinner 
with Mr. Mason, of Virginia, then the 
American minister at Paris, a gentleman who 
sat beside him first mentioned the Atlantic 
and Great Western railway, producing maps 
and papers to show the advyantages‘to be de- 
rived from the construction of such a road. 
Mr. McHenry being favorably impressed with 
the idea took up the scheme. He carried out 
his plans and brought the first railroad into 
Cleveland. He contemplated the connection 
of the Atiantic and Great Western with the 
Krie road and the New England railway on 
the east and north and with the C., C.,C. and 
I. and the Ohio and Mississippi on the west 
and south. After yearsof legal complica- 
tions the plan has really been executed. only 
with the difference that instead of the 
Atlantic and Great Western the Erie road 
has taken the lead and instead of being gob- 
bled up has gobbied up the Atlantic and 
Great western in the shapeof a perpetual 
lease. The Erie is now taking steps to secure 
a Boston and New England outlet. It al- 
ready has the Chicago and Atlantie road, be- 
gipning at Marion, a station on its main line, 
and by its connection with the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton reaches Cincinnati. 
The only thing lacking is the southwestern 
connection, the Ohioand Mississippi, which 
Mr. McHenry contemplated twenty years ago 
and even that is a thing of the near future. 


During his business career Mr. McHenry 
acted as financial agent for many of the 


crowned heads of Europe, some of whom he 
interested in the building of the Atlantic and 
Great Western road, He was a warm personal 
friend of Napoleon II1., and after that un- 
fortunate emperor's fall was in a position to 
advance large sums of money to him until, 
by the regulation of aflairsin France, some 
of Napoleon’s property was returned to him. 
Mr. McHenry still has papers in his _ posses- 
sion referring to these transactions and values 
them very highly. McHenry’s life history 
would fill a book. He has crossed the 
Atlantic ocean fifty-one times and has 
traveled over two hundred thousand miles.

The History of the Contest Now Going on andthe 
Present Status of the Oase~The Decisions of 
the Council First One Way and Then 
Another—Wiill the Right be Given?
